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SUBJECT: TARAPUR HEARINGS 

1 . SENATOR GLENN PRESIDED AT SENATE EOREIGN RELATIONS COM- 
MITTEE HEARINGS MAY 24 ON PROPOSED EXPORT OP NUCLEAR PUEL 
POR TARAPUR REACTORS. NO OTHER SENATORS PRESENT. 

2. SENATOR MCCLURE, AS LEAD WITNESS, TESTIPIED IN SUPPORT 
OP THE EXPORT (A) STATING HIS VIEW THAT NRC SHOULD HAVE AP- 
PROVED IN THE PIRST PLACE AND REPERRAL TO THE PRESIDENT 
CONTRARY TO INTENT OP LAW AND 18-MONTH NEGOTIATION PERIOD 
IT PROVIDES TO ACHIEVE PULL-SCOPE SAFEGUARDS, AND (B) 

RECOMMENDING THAT COMMITTEE REPORT PAVORABLE RESOLUTION 
QUICKLY IN SUPPORT OF THE PRESIDENT'S ACTION TO AUTHORIZE 
SHIPMENT. SENATOR GLENN INDICATED HIS VIEW THAT REPERRAL 

OP PROPOSED EXPORT TO THE PRESIDENT AND CONGRESS WAS PROPER 
CONEIDENTIAL 
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EXERCISE OF COMMISSION RESPONSIBILITY. 

3. NRC CHAIRMAN HENDRIE AND COMMISSIONERS GILINSKY, 

KENNEDY AND BRADFORD APPEARED. CHAIRMAN HENDRIE SUMMARIZED 
HIS VIEW THAT PROPOSED EXPORT MEETS ALL STATUTORY 

CRITERIA. MOST OF QUESTIONING POCUSED ON NRC’S GENERAL 
RESPONSIBILITY TO REPORT FULLY TO CONGRESS RATHER THAN ON 
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SUBSTANCE OF TARAPUR SUPPLY ISSUES. COMMISSIONER GILINSKY 

DID INDICATE, IN RESPONSE TO QUERY, THAT HE WOULD HAVE 
APPROVED EXPORT IF HE CONSIDERED INDIAN ACCEPTANCE OF 
FULL-SCOPE SAFEGUARDS VERY PROBABLE. 

4. DR. NYE PRESENTED THE ADMINISTRATION'S VIEWS ON WHY 
WITHHOLDING THE PROPOSED EXPORT WOULD SERIOUSLY PREJUDICE 
OUR NON-PROLIFERATION OBJECTIVES VIS-A-VIS INDIA AND NOT 

BE CONSISTENT WITH NEGOTIATING PERIOD PROVIDED BY LAW. 
QUESTIONS FROM SENATOR GLENN FOCUSED ON (A) STATUS OF 
THE PRESIDENT'S HEAVY WATER OFFER AND THE STATUS OF THE 
HEAVY WATER SUPPLIED IN 1956 FOR CIRUS (E.G., WHETHER IT 
COULD BE ACCOUNTED FOR OR PUT UNDER SAFEGUARDS; (B) 
PROBABILITY OF INDIA HAVING SAFEGUARDS ON ALL ITS NUCLEAR 
FACILITIES BY THE END OF THE "GRACE PERIOD (C) DURATION 
OF SAFEGUARDS AND US REPROCESSING CONTROLS IN EVENT US 
DISCONTINUES SUPPLY AND INDIAN VIEW ON THIS AMOUNTING TO 
A VIOLATION OF OUR AGREEMENT; AND, (D) CONTENT OF ON- 
GOING NEGOTIATIONS WITH INDIA AND IMPORTANCE OF FULL-SCOPE 
SAFEGUARDS.
